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MINUTES 

of  the  One  Hundred  Eighty-fifth  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Contributors  to  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital 


Pennsylvania  Hospital, 

Fifth  Month  4th,  1936. 

At  the  185th  annual  meeting  of  the  Contributors  to  the  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital,  the  day  and  year  aforesaid,  Hon.  George  W. 
Norris  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  Mr.  J.  Somers  Smith  appointed 
Secretary.  Mr.  Edward  B.  Halsey  and  Mr.  Clifford  Lewis,  Jr., 
acted  as  Judges  of  Election. 

On  motion  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  not  read. 

Mr.  Arthur  V.  Morton,  President  of  the  Board,  presented 
the  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Mr.  John  N.  Hatfield,  Administrator  of  the  Department  for 
Sick  and  Injured,  presented  certain  of  the  features  of  his  report. 

Dr.  Earl  D.  Bond,  Administrator  of  the  Department  for 
Mental  and  Nervous  Diseases  and  Medical  Director  of  the  Insti- 
tute of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  then  presented  a resume  of  his 
report  for  the  year. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Ertel,  Controller,  commented  upon  and  deposited 
the  Treasurer’s  report. 

On  motion  all  of  the  foregoing  reports  were  accepted. 

Mr.  Arthur  V.  Morton  then  presented  and  read  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  charter  as  follows: — 

A Law  for  Further  Regulating  the  Business  and 
Affairs  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital 

Whereas,  by  an  Act  of  tbe  General  Assembly  of  the  Province 
of  Pennsylvania  entitled  “An  Act  to  encourage  the  establishing 
of  an  hospital  for  the  relief  of  the  sick  poor  of  this  Province  and 
for  the  reception  and  cure  of  lunaticks,”  a corporation  was  created 
under  the  name  of  “The  Contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital” which  corporation  was  empowered  “to  make  such  laws,  rules 
and  orders  as  shall  appear  to  them  the  said  Contributors  met,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  to  be  good,  useful  and  necessary  for  the 
wtII  governing,  ordering  and  regulating  the  said  Hospital  and 
for  the  regulation  of  the  future  elections  of  managers,  treasurer 
and  other  necessary  officers  and  ministers  thereof  and  for  limiting 
or  appointing  their  number,  trust  and  authority  and  generally  for 
the  well  ordering  all  other  things  concerning  the  government. 
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estate,  goods,  lands,  revenues,  as  also  all  the  business  and  affairs  of 
the  said  Hospital 

Whereas,  by  reason  of  the  growth  of  the  work  now  being 
carried  on  by  the  Hospital,  it  is  desirable  that  further  provision  be 
made  for  the  management  and  conduct  thereof; 

Therefore,  It  Is  Enacted  by  the  Contributors  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital  in  general  meeting  duly  assembled  that: 

The  number  of  Managers  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by 
the  Board  of  Managers  provided  that  in  no  case  shall  there  be  less 
than  twelve  nor  more  than  fifteen  Managers.  In  case  of  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  Managers  the  Board  of  Managers  shall 
appoint  additional  members  to  fill  the  offices  so  created  until  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  the  Contributors  or  until  their  successors 
are  elected.  A quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall  consist 
of  a majority  of  the  Board  of  Managers  as  from  time  to  time  con- 
stituted. 

Signed  by  order  of  a General  Meeting  of  the  Contributors. 

On  motion  this  amendm.ent  was  unanimously  approved. 

Dr.  William  W.  Cadbury,  a former  intern  of  this  hospital 
and  now  Superintendent  and  Physician  to  the  Canton  Hospital 
and  Professor  of  Medicine,  Lingnan  University,  Canton,  China, 
was  then  presented  to  the  meeting  and  addressed  the  Contributors 
of  the  oldest  hospital  in  the  United  States  on  the  founding  and 
expansion  of  the  Canton  Hospital,  the  first  established  in  China. 

Mr.  Clifford  Lewis,  Jr.,  offered  a resolution  expressing  appreci- 
ation of  the  loyal  co-operation  of  the  executive  heads  and  personnel 
of  both  departments,  which  w'as  unanimously  adpoted. 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  an  election  of  the  following 
twelve  managers  and  treasurer,  in  accordance  with  a resolution 
passed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Contributors  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital,  held  5th  month  5th,  1913,  the  nominations  having 
been  made  at  a meeting  of  the  Board  held  February  24,  1936.

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The  Library  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital 

Francis  R.  Packard,  M.D. 

Honorary  Librarian 


Occupying  the  entire  second  floor  of  the  Pine  Street  front  of 
the  centre  of  the  old  buildings  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  is  a 
long  room  with  a lofty  ceiling  which  has  long  been  devoted  to 
the  purpose  of  housing  the  extremely  valuable  collection  of  books 
which  constitute  the  Library  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  the 
first  public  medical  library  founded  in  what  is  now  the  United 
States. 

The  old  room  itself  has  an  interesting  history.  The  centre 
building  of  the  hospital  was  occupied  in  1796.  The  long  room  was 
lined  with  shelves  to  accommodate  the  books  of  the  Library  and  the 
meetings  of  the  Managers  were  held  within  it  as  they  are  at  the 
present  day.  For  a few  years,  however,  from  1824  to  1830,  the 
room  was  perverted  from  these  uses,  the  books  and  furniture  re- 
moved, and  the  room  used  as  an  obstetric  ward.  At  that  period 
terrible  outbreaks  of  what  was  known  as  “childbed  fever”  were  of 
frequent  occurrence  in  the  obstetric  wards  of  every  hospital.  They 
were  really  due  to  streptococci  infection  carried  by  the  hands  of 
doctors  and  attendants  from  one  patient  to  another.  Quite  fre- 
quently the  medical  attendants  infected  themselves  and  died  as  a 
result  of  their  own  surgical  uncleanliness.  An  outbreak  of  puer- 
peral fever  would  cause  the  authorities  to  close  the  ward  in  which 
it  occurred  until  after  cleansing,  fumigation  and  the  lapse  of  a 
considerable  time,  it  would  be  reopened,  generally  only  to  go 
through  a repetition  of  a similar  tragedy. 

Since  the  introduction  of  antisepsis  such  tragedies  are  un- 
known. The  location  of  the  obstetric  department  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital  was  changed  repeatedly  for  this  reason  until  it 
was  finally  determined  to  abolish  it  in  1851  and  it  was  not  re- 
established until  the  Philadelphia  Lying-In  Hospital  was  affiliated 
with  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  1926. 

Such  an  outbreak  resulted  in  the  closing  of  the  Library  room 
as  an  obstetric  ward  in  1830.  Sometime  afterwards  the  obstetric 
ward  was  reopened  in  the  Picture  House  and  the  Library  room 
restored  to  its  proper  purposes  and  there  the  books  have  remained 
ever  since. 

The  Library  was  begun  by  the  gift  of  a book,  “An  Experi- 
mental History  of  the  Materia  Medica,”  by  William  Lewis, 
F.  R.  S.,  by  that  ever  generous  friend  of  the  hospital.  Dr.  John 
Fothergill,  of  London,  in  1762.  In  the  following  year  the  Medical 
Staff  of  the  hospital  passed  a resolution  agreeing  to  put  all  the  fees 
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The  Medical  Library 


to  which  they  were  entitled  from  students  attending  their  lectures 
and  courses  at  the  hospital  into  a fund  for  the  founding  of  a 
medical  library  in  the  hospital.  The  Managers  approved  of  the 
proposition  and  agreed  to  house  the  books  in  proper  manner. 

The  Library  grew  rapidly.  In  1767  it  was  presented  with  a 
large  collection  of  books  from  the  estates  of  Drs.  Lloyd  Zachary 
and  Benjamin  Morris,  and  the  money  accruing  from  the  so-called 
“Medical  Fund”  enabled  the  purchase  of  many  books  from  abroad. 
Dr.  John  Coakley  Lettsom,  of  London,  and  the  famous  London 
publisher,  William  Strahan,  the  friend  of  Samuel  Johnson  and 
James  Boswell,  not  only  acted  as  the  purchasing  agents  for  the 
Library  but  also  sent  it  many  valuable  donations  of  books.  Certain 
features  of  the  Library  are  worthy  of  special  note.  The  older  phy- 
sicians were  quite  generally  interested  fn  the  study  of  the  natural 
sciences  and,  as  a consequence,  the  Library  has  a notable  collection 
of  old  works  on  botany  and  zoology.  On  its  shelves  are  to  be  found 
many  of  the  old  herbals,  such  as  those  of  Lobel,  Gerard,  Parkin- 
son, and  others  which  are  now  sought  as  rarities,  and  works  such 
as  those  of  Ray  on  British  fishes,  Michaux  on  American  plants,  and 
Phayre  on  the  serpents  of  India.  There  are  many  complete  sets 
from  the  earliest  issues  of  medical  journals  such  as  the  Lancet, 
British  Medical  Journal,  and  the  American  Journal  of  the  Medical 
Sciences.  Of  course,  all  the  early  American  medical  classics ; the 
writings  of  Benjamin  Rush,  David  Hosack,  and  the  other  founders 
of  American  medicine  abound. 

Among  the  most  valued  books  in  the  Library  are  fifteen  “in- 
cunabula,” books  printed  before  1500.  It  also  contains  invaluable 
copies  of  the  old  works  on  anatomy  including  those  of  Vesalius, 
Malpighi  and  others  of  the  great  Italian  school,  and  early  editions 
of  their  successors,  such  as  Cheselden  and  the  Hunters  in  England, 
and  the  great  French  authors  of  the  early  years  of  the  nineteenth 
century. 

In  recent  years  a valuable  collection  of  historic  objects  con- 
nected with  the  past  history  of  the  hospital  has  been  placed  on  dis- 
play in  cases  in  the  Library,  to  which  visitors  are  welcome. 


Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
To  the  Contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  at 
the  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-sixth  Annual 
Meeting  Held  May  3,  1937 


At  the  organization  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  fol- 
lowing the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Contributors  held  on  May  4th, 
1936,  Arthur  V.  Morton  was  re-elected  President,  Parker  S. 
Williams,  Vice-President,  and  Lawrence  J.  Morris,  Secretary. 

Acting  under  the  authority  given  to  the  Contributors,  the 
Charter  of  the  hospital  was  amended  to  permit,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Managers,  an  increase  in  their  number  to  not  over  fifteen. 
Morton  Jenks  was  elected  a Manager  under  this  authority. 

Contributions  by  the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  the  John  and 
Mary  R.  Markle  Fund,  and  the  Supreme  Council,  33rd  Degree, 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  for  special  work  at  the  Institute 
have  been  of  great  material  assistance  to  the  Department  in  West 
Philadelphia.  These  grants  constitute  a growing  recognition  of  the 
value  of  the  service  rendered  by  the  Institute  to  the  public. 

The  Managers  desire  to  again  express  their  appreciation  of 
the  assistance  received  from  the  Community  Fund  of  Philadelphia 
and  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  as  well  as  all  those  who  by  gift  or 
bequest  contributed  to  the  maintenance  of  the  hospital. 

The  Managers  record  with  great  regret  the  death  of  Mr. 
Effingham  B.  Morris,  a member  of  the  Advisory  Committee  and  a 
former  Manager;  also  the  death  of  Dr.  Edward  J.  Klopp,  who 
was  elected  during  the  year  Chief  of  Surgical  Service  “A”  to 
succeed  Dr.  Charles  F.  Mitchell,  retired.  Dr.  Mitchell  was  elected 
Consulting  Surgeon,  and  Dr.  John  B.  Flick  was  elected  Chief  of 
Surgical  Service  “A”  to  succeed  Dr.  Klopp.  Dr.  Garfield  G. 
Duncan  was  elected  Chief  of  Medical  Service  “B,”  succeeding 
Dr.  Thomas  McCrae. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Daniel  D.  Test  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital lost  a faithful  friend  and  administrator,  who  gave  forty 
years’  service  to  the  institution.  Upon  his  retirement  as  Superin- 
tendent in  1931,  he  was  elected  Consultant  to  the  Hospital.  His 
was  one  of  the  unique  records  of  service  in  the  history  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital. 

Mention  was  made  in  the  last  report  of  the  changes  made  in 
our  buildings  on  Spruce  Street  east  of  Eighth  Street  to  permit  the 
housing  of  student  nurses  in  one  central  point,  provide  reasonable 
recreational  facilities  and  allow  the  development  of  the  large 
garden  space  in  the  rear  of  the  property.  The  continued  satisfac- 
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tion  expressed  by  the  administrative  officers  and  personnel  of  the 
hospital  leads  the  Managers  to  believe  that  this  improvement  has 
solved  in  a satisfactory  way,  for  some  years,  the  problem  of  a 
nurses’  home.  The  Managers  therefore  feel  that  with  this  improve- 
ment the  building  programme  undertaken  some  years  ago  has  been 
successfully  concluded.  We  have  before  us,  however,  the  need  of 
certain  new  buildings  at  Eighth  and  Spruce  Streets  directly  con- 
nected with  the  medical  care  of  patients,  as  well  as  pressing  needs 
for  maintenance  and  renewals  of  equipment.  These  will  be  cared 
for  as  funds  are  received. 

A very  successful  lawn  fete  was  given  by  the  Women’s  Aux- 
iliary Committee  on  the  Pine  Street  lawn.  This  fete  was  not  only 
largely  attended  but  produced  a substantial  sum  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Social  Service. 

During  the  year  the  surgical  staff  of  the  Maternity  Depart- 
ment had  constructed  at  their  own  expense  private  offices  on  the 
tenth  floor  of  the  Woman’s  Building,  as  well  as  a solarium  for  the 
use  of  private  patients.  This  generous  action  on  the  part  of  the 
physicians  has  resulted  in  great  benefit  to  the  patients  as  well  as 
the  hospital. 

The  establishment  in  the  Department  for  the  Sick  and  Injured 
of  a training  centre  for  the  Council  for  the  Clinical  Training  of 
Theological  Students,  has  proved  a success.  The  Managers  believe 
the  continuation  of  this  work  is  desirable. 

The  question  of  hospitalization  is  being  discussed  everywhere. 
Many  changes  may  take  place  in  the  future  concerning  which  it  is 
difficult  at  this  time  to  prophesy.  Whatever  these  changes  may 
involve,  the  Managers  desire  to  see  emphasis  remain  upon  the 
fundamental  purpose  of  the  hospital,  which  is  the  care  of  the  sick 
and  injured  and  of  those  mentally  ill. 

The  Managers  again  acknowledge  their  gratitude  to  the 
Women’s  Auxiliary  Committee,  the  Women’s  Committee  and  the 
Junior  League  for  their  services  to  the  hospital  during  the  past 
year.  They  also  desire  to  again  express  their  appreciation  of  the 
loyalty  and  high  standards  of  service  of  the  medical  staff,  officers 
and  employees. 

The  Managers  recommend  to  the  Contributors  for  further 
interesting  information  the  reports  of  the  various  departments  and 
of  the  Treasurer,  which  cover  in  detail  subjects  mentioned  in  this 
report,  as  well  as  further  information  as  to  the  work  of  the  hos- 
pital during  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  the  Managers  again  wish  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  Contributors  to  the  need  of  more  endowment  to  further 
the  work  of  all  departments.

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The  One  Hundred  Eighty-sixth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Administrator  of  the  Department 
for  Sick  and  Injured 


To  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital: 

Every  citizen  knows  the  significance  of  sickness.  The  life 
and  health  of  each  of  us  constitutes  a social  and  economic  problem 
which  every  community  must  face.  It  matters  not  whether  the 
sick  be  poor,  middle-class  or  rich,  hospital  and  medical  service  is  a 
community  responsibility. 

Voluntary  hospitals,  operated  as  non-profit  institutions  and 
largely  supported  by  charitable  gifts,  are  undeniably  the  most 
essential  link  in  the  chain  of  social  welfare.  Without  them  and  the 
army  of  physicians,  who  generously  give  so  much  of  their  time  and 
energies  to  the  sick  poor,  both  in  and  out  of  hospitals,  there  could 
be  no  community  interest  and  shared  responsibility,  which  always 
has  been  characteristic  of  democratic  America.  Our  hospitals  must 
adopt  a continuing  policy  of  encouraging  philanthropic  gifts.  We 
must  not  permit  our  great  voluntary  hospital  system  to  lose  its 
fine  traditions  and  to  deny  a contributing  public  an  opportunity 
for  service  which  cannot  be  replaced  by  the  federal  government 
or  any  political  sub-division. 

The  spirit  which  prompted  the  Good  Samaritan  to  render 
aid  to  the  injured  traveler  and  inspired  him  to  utter  the  words 
“Take  care  of  him  and  I will  repay  thee”  as  he  left  the  unfortunate 
man  with  the  keeper  of  an  inn,  is  the  same  spirit  which  has  made 
possible  voluntary  hospitals  and  other  charitable  establishments. 
The  only  danger  which  threatens  these  institutions  is  a govern- 
mental relief  system  which  would  submerge  them  by  not  assisting 
in  caring  for  its  fair  share  of  the  indigent  load. 

Philanthropic  and  public-spirited  Newton  D.  Baker,  speaking 
of  voluntary  hospitals  stated  “They  are  the  places  where  the  sick 
are  cared  for,  where  pain  is  relieved,  where  the  human  element  is 
introduced  in  the  tenderest  and  most  considerate  sort  of  fashion, 
where  the  sick  are  surrounded  with  amicable  and  delightful  associ- 
ation and  pleasant  environments ; but  more  than  that  they  are  the 
great  research  institutions  of  the  medical  profession  and  I hope 
that  they  will  long  remain  in  large  part  voluntary  hospitals,  sup- 
ported and  guided  by  the  intelligence,  the  highest  intelligence,  of 
the  medical  profession.  And  that  is  what  they  have  hitherto  done 
in  the  way  of  prolonging  human  life,  relieving  those  disabilities 
which  make  life  a miserable  struggle  and  enabling  those  who  are 
burdened  by  physical  disabilities  and  agonies  of  one  sort  and  an- 
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other,  to  resume  their  place  joyfully  in  the  march  of  their  fellow 
citizens,  and  share  in  the  public  life  of  their  country.  I hope  that 
what  they  have  been  able  to  do  in  the  past  is  only  an  example  of 
what  they  may  be  able  to  do  in  the  future.” 

The  year  being  reported  upon  has  brought  about  many 
changes  within  the  hospital,  affecting  the  physical  plant,  medical 
staff,  and  operating  personnel.  Basic  policies  have  survived  unaltered 
but  administrative  action  has  modified  certain  operative  procedures 
to  meet  present-day  conditions  which  are  rapidly  changing.  We 
have  continued  the  process  of  gradually  modernizing  buildings  and 
equipment;  of  developing  new  services;  and  improving  older  pro- 
cedures. 

At  an  early  date  consideration  must  be  given  to  the  creation 
of  semi-private  room  facilities  for  individuals  who  will  participate 
in  a group  hospitalization  effort  to  be  sponsored  soon,  it  is  hoped, 
by  the  Hospital  Council  of  Philadelphia.  Group  hospitalization  is 
a plan  which  operates  as  a non-profit  organization  providing 
means  for  individuals  to  subscribe  for  hospital  service  up  to  twenty- 
one  days  each  year,  by  making  monthly,  semi-annual  or  annual  pay- 
ments at  the  rate  of  approximately  seventy-five  cents  a month. 
Some  seventy  cities  in  the  United  States  are  operating  such  a plan 
with  an  aggregate  of  more  than  a half  million  subscribers. 

Death  and  retirements  have  weakened  the  medical  staff  but 
plans  are  now  being  formulated  which,  it  is  believed,  will 
strengthen  the  structure  and  mark  the  beginning  of  a program 
designed  to  retain  for  this  hospital  the  position  of  medical  promi- 
nence it  has  enjoyed  for  nearly  two  hundred  years. 

The  hospital  has  been  operated  throughout  the  depression 
years  with  inadequate  personnel  in  most  departments.  Salaries,  in 
most  instances  were  reduced  and  although  living  costs  have 
materially  increased  during  the  past  year,  and  bid  fair  to  continue 
to  climb  to  newer  heights,  there  appears  to  be  no  relief  for  the 
situation.  This  condition  gives  us  no  little  concern  in  view  of 
substantial  wage  increases  which  industry  offers.  Several  months 
ago  we  began  to  feel  the  effects  of  higher  wages  outside  the  hos- 
pital. This  was  accompanied  by  the  beginning  of  a rapid  turn-over 
in  certain  personnel  groups,  particularly  domestics.  Wages  com- 
parable to  industry  must  be  offered  or  the  hospital  will  be  operated 
with  insufficient  personnel. 

One  of  the  outstanding  contributions  of  the  hospital  during 
the  year  was  the  establishment  of  a training  center  for  the  Council 
for  the  Clinical  Training  of  Theological  Students.  The  purpose 
of  the  Council  is  to  provide  for  students  preparing  for  the  ministry 
opportunities  to  obtain  clinical  experience  in  dealing  with  the  in- 
firmities of  mankind,  that  is,  to  obtain  practical  training  in  dealing 
with  human  problems.  To  that  end  the  hospital  made  available 
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to  the  students,  who  participated  for  nearly  three  months  during 
the  summer,  every  facility  which  would  aid  them  in  accomplishing 
their  program.  From  every  angle  of  observation,  both  from  the 
viewpoint  of  the  students  and  the  hospital  personnel  who  con- 
tributed to  the  program,  the  effort  was  highly  successful.  The 
students  Avere  unusually  interested  in  their  work  and  they  con- 
ducted themselves  in  a praiseworthy  manner.  To  the  Theological 
Supervisors  who  planned  the  course,  counseled  the  students  and 
generally  supervised  their  training  is  due  the  highest  commendation 
of  the  hospital  management. 

Last  fall,  after  several  years  without  an  Occupational 
Therapy  Department,  one  was  re-established  with  a half-time 
supervisor  in  charge.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Women’s  Auxiliary 
for  paying  the  supervisor’s  salary  until  December  first  and  for  pro- 
viding the  necessary  equipment  and  supplies  to  start  the  department 
and  assure  its  continuation. 

Since  January,  1936,  the  Sandwich  Shop,  formerly  operated 
by  the  Women’s  Auxiliary,  has  been  conducted  by  the  hospital 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  Social  Service.  The  shop, 
located  in  the  Out-Patient  Building,  is  a necessary  adjunct  to  that 
department  in  providing  free  food  to  certain  patients,  and  to 
others,  at  moderate  cost,  while  they  wait  for  medical  treatment. 
The  service  also  caters  to  some  of  the  hospital  personnel  and  staff 
physicians. 

Dr.  Charles  F.  Mitchell,  whose  entire  professional  career  has 
been  identified  with  the  hospital,  retired  from  active  service  last 
May  and  was  appointed  Consulting  Surgeon.  Dr.  Mitchell  served 
his  internship  at  this  institution  and  at  its  conclusion  was  appointed 
Chief  Resident  Physician  and  then  to  the  Visiting  Medical  Staff 
as  Surgeon  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Since  September  29, 
1919,  he  has  served  as  Chief  of  one  of  the  two  surgical  services 
and  the  last  two  years  he  was  President  of  the  Medical  Staff. 
When  B ase  Hospital  Number  10,  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  Unit, 
was  organized  for  war  service.  Dr.  Mitchell  became  identified  with 
it  as  First  Lieutenant,  later  being  promoted  successively  to  the 
grade  of  Captain,  Major,  Lieutenant-Colonel.  He  served  overseas 
with  the  unit  from  May  15,  1917,  to  April  22,  1919,  and  at  one 
time,  for  a period  of  six  months  was  in  command.  Although  Dr. 
Mitchell  is  no  longer  active  with  a house  service,  he  continues  his 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  hospital.  We  treasure  his  long  record 
of  distinguished  service. 

The  hospital  lost  a true  friend  and  an  accomplished  surgeon 
through  the  death,  on  September  19,  1936,  of  Dr.  Edward  J. 
Klopp.  At  the  time  of  his  death  Dr.  Klopp  was  Chief  of  one  of 
the  two  surgical  services.  For  several  years  he  served  the  hospital 
as  a medical  staff  member,  during  which  time  he  was  on  the 
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faculty  of  Jefferson  Medical  College,  where,  since  January  26, 
1931,  he  had  been  Professor  of  Surgeyv. 

A significant  step  was  taken  last  summer  in  the  creation,  on 
the  roof  of  the  Woman’s  Building,  by  Drs.  Vaux,  Lull  and  Kim- 
brough, who  are  in  charge  of  the  obstetrical  and  gynecological 
medical  services  in  the  building,  of  suites  of  offices  for  their  con- 
venience. These  offices,  replete  with  examination  rooms  and  central 
waiting  room  for  patients,  were  occupied  last  September.  The 
alterations  included  lowering  the  parapet  wall  on  the  south  wing 
and  erecting  a solarium  for  the  use  of  patients  occupying  private 
rooms. 


Statistical  and  Financial 

\ our  attention  is  directed  to  page  38  to  the  statistical  tables 
arranged  in  comparative  form.  It  will  be  noticed  that  all  hospital 
facilities,  except  those  of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  were  used 
to  a much  greater  extent  during  1936  than  the  previous  year.  The 
program  of  retrenchment,  instituted  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment in  1934  was  continued  through  the  years  1935  and  1936.  To 
hold  expenditures  to  a budgeted  figure,  it  was  necessary  to  limit 
the  number  of  new  patients  and  to  weed  out  those  who  consistently 
disregarded  medical  advice  or  refused  to  regularly  attend  clinics. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  ward  service  there  was  an 
increase  of  2,200  free  days,  an  increase  of  7,200  part-pay  days  but 
a decrease  of  1,000  full  pay  days.  Thus  the  hospital  provided  8,400 
more  days  care  to  ward  patients  than  during  the  previous  year.  Of 
the  72,950  ward  days  care,  84%  were  free,  which,  translated 
into  dollars  and  cents,  amounted  to  $213,689.  Add  to  this 
$107,254,  the  value  of  free  care  given  to  out-patients  and  the 
resultant  total,  $320,943,  is  the  amount  of  free  service  the  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital  rendered  to  the  community  during  the  year. 

The  summary  of  operating  income,  expenses  and  deficit,  year 
by  year,  from  1930  to  1936,  inclusive,  is  noted  here  for  compara- 
tive purposes.

Plant  Improvements 

Following  a plan  adopted  in  January,  1931,  we  have,  through 
the  past  six  years,  endeavored  systematically  to  improve  plant 
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facilities  and  add  treatment  services  to  bring  the  hospital  depart- 
ments up  to  date.  Major  repairs  to  buildings  and  grounds,  estab- 
lishment of  additional  service  features  and  replacement  of  anti- 
quated and  worn  out  equipment  during  those  years  approximated 
$150,000.  To  those  major  items  may  be  added  another  $50,000 
for  repairs  to  and  replacements  of  what  might  be  considered  minor 
equipment. 

During  the  fiscal  year  we  undertook  and  completed  the  fol- 
lowing principal  improvements: 

Repaired  and  painted  plaster  and  woodwork,  including  stairs, 
three  floors,  center  Pine  Street  Building. 

The  Radiological  Department  was  further  modernized  by 
( 1 ) replacing  the  Deep-Therapy  apparatus  with  an  oil-cooled  unit 
replete  with  automatic  controls;  (2)  replacing  the  old  generator 
with  one  of  latest  type;  (3)  creating  private  patient  dressing 
rooms;  (4)  installing  new  floor  covering;  and  (5)  painting 
throughout. 

The  Ninth  Street  Nurses  Home  was  thoroughly  renovated. 
The  heating  system  was  modernized,  the  building  rewired,  closets 
built  into  every  bedroom,  all  water  service  lines  replaced,  new  bath 
and  toilet  facilities  provided  and  the  building  papered  and  painted 
throughout. 

Prior  to  this  year  the  surgeons  did  not  have  available  modern 
equipment  for  the  treatment  of  fractures.  During  the  summer  a 
fracture  unit  was  created  by  installing  the  necessary  equipment  in 
a room  on  the  clinic  floor.  Equipment  includes  the  latest  model 
fracture  table,  complete  with  X-ray  and  fluoroscopic  apparatus  and 
plaster  bandaging  facilities. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  after  much  research,  it  was 
demonstrated  that  the  hospital  should  produce  all  sterile  solutions, 
including  those  for  intravenous  injection,  under  laboratory  super- 
vision directed  by  the  chemist.  Accordingly  a central  sterile  supply 
room  was  created  on  the  clinic  floor  having  every  facility  for  this 
important  procedure  in  charge  of  a competent  technician. 

Three  years  ago  replacement  of  old  ward  beds  with  new 
Fowler  spring  type  units  was  started.  At  the  present  time  there 
are  two  hundred  of  these  new  beds  distributed  throughout  the 
hospital.  Also,  the  wards  have  been  equipped  with  the  same  num- 
ber of  bedside  cabinets  of  modern  design.  Among  other  new  pieces 
of  equipment  added  were  ten  tray  trucks  and  seven  wheel  stretchers 
for  the  ward  service,  and  a new  refrigerator  and  centrifuge  for 
the  laboratory. 

The  following  major  repairs  were  made  to  building  exteriors 
and  pavements : ( 1 ) loose  slate  renailed  and  broken  slate  replaced 
on  all  buildings;  (2)  one  hundred  ninety-two  full  length  window 
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screens  fabricated  for  nurses’  homes;  (3)  brick  repointed,  passage- 
way between  two  of  the  surgical  pavilions  and  several  large  areas 
on  nurses’  residences  located  at  722-24-26-28-30  Spruce  Street; 
(4)  new  pavements  laid  in  front  of  722-24  and  726-28-30  Spruce 
Street  nurses’  residences;  (5)  repaired  and  painted  all  exterior 
metal  fire  escapes  and  iron  fences. 

The  floor  in  the  waiting  room  of  nurses’  residence  at  730 
Spruce  Street  was  replaced,  study  tables  and  proper  lighting  equip- 
ment added  to  provide  a special  study  room  for  student  nurses. 

During  the  year  the  first  step  in  a program  of  gradually 
modernizing  the  fire  fighting  equipment  was  initiated.  Twenty- 
seven  new  carbon-dioxide  units  were  installed  at  strategic  points. 

The  entire  sub-basement  area  of  the  center  Pine  Street  Build- 
ing was  renovated  for  storeroom  purposes,  largely  for  the  storage 
of  canned  goods  and  chinaware. 

Special  attention  was  given  during  the  year  to  the  gardens  and 
grounds  about  the  hospital.  Trees  and  shrubs  were  pruned  and 
sprayed,  lawns  fertilized  and  reseeded  and  considerable  planting 
was  undertaken,  more  particularly  flowering  plants  and  bulbs. 

Ayer  Clinical  Laboratory 

“During  the  fiscal  year  ended  November  30,  1936,  the  num- 
ber of  routine  examinations  made  by  the  Ayer  Clinical  Laboratory 
and  its  branches  exceeded  all  previous  annual  records,’’  reports 
Dr.  John  T.  Bauer,  Director.  He  further  states  that  over  100,000 
examinations  were  made,  the  great  majority  of  which  were  routine 
and  adds  the  comment  that  “the  study  of  patients  today  requires 
not  only  more  laboratory  work  but  also  more  intricate  laboratory 
work.  Changes  or  improvements  in  the  diagnosis  of  disease  and 
the  treatment  of  patients  are  reflected  in  many  instances  by  changes 
or  increases  in  our  technical  work.  Thus  the  efficacy  of  blood 
transfusions  has  resulted  in  100  per  cent,  increase  in  the  number 
of  blood  typings  and  matchings  made  in  the  bacteriological  depart- 
ment this  past  year.  The  number  of  cystoscopic  specimens  exam- 
ined in  this  department  has  increased  over  three  times.  In  its 
main  function,  that  of  performing  routine  tests  on  patients,  the 
staff  of  the  laboratory  has  attempted  to  comply  with  the  demands 
of  the  clinicians,  although  at  a sacrifice  in  extended  research 
studies.” 

Dr.  Bauer  states  in  his  report  that  “the  clinicopathologic 
conferences  begun  last  autumn  primarily  for  the  resident  and  visit- 
ing staff  have  continued  with  increasing  interest.  The  other  con- 
ferences and  classes  with  medical  students  and  nurses  have  been 
continued.  The  educational  value  of  these  conferences  and  the 
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quality  of  the  hospital  records  throughout  the  hospital  generally 
would  be  considerably  enhanced  by  the  re-establishment  of  a pho- 
tographic department,  and  plans  are  at  present  under  way  to  restore 
this  department  by  making  a modern  photographic  room  in  the 
basement  of  the  laboratory  and  obtaining  a satisfactory  pho- 
tographer. 

“Although  not  primarily  controlled  by  the  Ayer  Laboratory, 
the  new  central  supply  room  established  on  the  clinic  floor  of  the 
hospital  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  as  a result  of  our  studies  of 
the  preparation  of  parenteral  fluids,  is  gradually  assuming  its 
complete  function.” 

Dr.  E.  Chester  Ridgway  succeeded  Dr.  Robert  R.  Impink  as 
resident  pathologist  for  part  of  the  year  and  he  in  turn  was  suc- 
ceeded by  the  present  resident  pathologist.  Dr.  Harold  C.  Smith. 
The  increasing  amount  of  work  in  chemistry  made  it  necessary  to 
add  another  technician  to  the  laboratory  staff.  Increases  in  the 
work  of  other  departments  have  not  as  yet  been  similarly  provided. 

The  income  of  the  laboratory  is  increasing.  No  doubt  if 
facilities  were  available  for  the  reception  and  care  of  referred 
ambulant  private  patients,  efforts  could  be  made  to  further  increase 
the  income  of  the  laboratory. 

Radiological  Department 

The  report  of  Dr.  Paul  A.  Bishop,  Director  of  the  Radio- 
logical Department,  shows  a very  substantial  increase  in  the 
amount  of  service  rendered  by  him  and  his  associates.  There  were 
874  more  examinations  and  500  additional  deep-therapy  treatments. 

Dr.  Bishop  makes  the  following  comments.  “During  the  past 
few  years  the  various  X-ray  and  Radium  societies  have  established 
an  American  Board  of  Radiology,  the  function  of  which  is  to 
examine  applicants  who  wish  to  be  certified  as  adequately  trained 
and  qualified  to  practice  this  specialty.  The  requirements  as  to 
post-graduate  training  are  high,  consisting  of,  in  addition  to  the 
usual  medical  school  and  internship,  a year  of  training  in  pathology, 
physics,  biology  and  other  related  didactic  work  followed  by  two 
years  of  active  work  in  an  approved  radiological  department.  This 
department  is  recognized  as  qualified  to  give  this  practical  training. 
I wish  to  recommend  and  strongly  urge  that  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  assume  leadership  in  providing  this  training  by  establish- 
ing two  fellowships  in  radiology,  to  replace  the  present  single 
residency.  The  service  would  be  for  two  years,  one  appointment 
to  be  made  each  year.  It  is  evident  that  the  prestige  of  the  hos- 
pital would  be  increased  by  sending  out  well-trained  specialists  in 
radiology  and  by  increased  output  of  scientific  papers,  the  material 
for  which  is  abundant  but  largely  wasted  since  the  present  per- 
sonnel is  so  occupied  with  routine. 
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“The  department  has  increased  its  participation  in  the  teach- 
ing of  undergraduate  students  from  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. In  addition  to  the  two  hours  weekly  for  the  medical  group 
we  have  the  surgical  group  for  five  hours. 

“During  the  year  two  scientific  papers  have  been  submitted — 
‘The  Bone  Changes  in  Chronic  Fluorine  Intoxication,’  by  Dr. 
Bishop,  was  published  in  the  American  Journal  of  Roentgenology; 
and  the  ‘X-ray  Treatment  of  Herpes  Simplex,’  by  Dr.  Hall,  has 
been  accepted  for  publication  by  the  same  journal. 

“Extensive  improvements  were  made  in  the  radiological  de- 
partment during  the  past  year.  Replacements  of  equipment  and  a 
general  renovation  of  the  department  have  enabled  us  to  use  the 
most  modern  technic  in  keeping  pace  with  the  increased  demands 
for  X-ray  diagnosis  and  treatment. 

Out-Patient  Department 

Some  of  the  more  important  phases  of  service  rendered  by 
the  Out-Patient  Department  during  the  year  are  contained  in  the 
following  report  from  Dr.  Samuel  Bradbury,  Medical  Director: 

“Throughout  the  tear  the  average  day’s  work  in  the  out- 
patient department  is  the  medical  care  of  372  visiting  patients. 
For  each  person  there  is  an  interview  with  a physician  and  either 
the  dressing  of  a wound  or  advice  for  treatment.  To  every  third 
person  a prescription  is  issued  besides  the  medication  in  the  dis- 
pensary of  one  in  six ; about  one  in  eleven  has  a laboratory  examin- 
ation, one  in  twenty  some  form  of  physio-therapy,  one  in  fifty  an 
X-ray  examination,  one  in  200  treatment  by  X-ray  or  radium,  and 
one  in  300  an  operation  in  the  clinic.  The  average  daily  attendance 
comes  from  a group  of  nearly  8,000  persons  who  are  either  work- 
ing or  sick  at  home  and  who  are  under  the  care  of  the  out-patient 
physicians. 

“During  1936,  there  were  150,708  visits  by  ambulatory 
patients,  of  which  number  35,172  are  credited  to  the  Receiving 
Ward,  1,779  to  the  Pay  Clinics,  2,693  to  outside  private  patients 
and  111,064  to  the  Free  Clinics.  In  addition,  there  were  4,448 
“redressings’’  done  in  the  Receiving  Ward.  For  nearly  half  of  the 
visits  the  patients  could  not  pay  anything  for  their  care. 

“During  the  past  year,  the  out-patient  department  undertook 
its  share  of  the  clinical  training  of  theological  students.  This  proj- 
ect, in  operation  in  a few  other  cities,  was  initiated  for  the  first 
time  in  this  hospital  during  the  summer  months,  with  the  objective 
of  making  the  clergtman  familiar  with  the  mental  state  and  point 
of  view  of  the  sick  person  and  of  the  importance  of  the  environ- 
mental influences  in  many  cases.  We  endeavored  to  show  these 
students  something  of  the  problems  which  surround  the  care  of  the 
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sick,  the  obstacles  to  recovery  which  must  be  faced,  and  the  social 
conditions  such  as  ignorance,  poverty,  poorly  prepared  or  inade- 
quate food,  improper  clothing,  and  wretched  living  conditions  with 
which  we  must  cope.  We  feel  that,  in  later  years,  the  experience 
which  these  men  have  had  should  enable  them  to  interpret  to  the 
community  the  problems  of  the  hospital  and,  in  a broader  sense, 
the  pi'eventive  aspect  of  medicine  as  a whole.  No  doubt,  an  en- 
lightened opinion  will  help  us  to  solve  some  of  these  difficulties. 

“For  a great  many  years  this  hospital  has  carried  its  full  share 
of  the  care  of  our  greatest  social  disease — syphilis.  Its  cost  is 
enormous,  its  disabling  influence  very  great,  and  its  effect  in 
heredity  very  serious.  At  least  seventeen  per  cent  of  the  annual 
load  of  mental  and  nervous  diseases  is  occasioned  by  syphilis  of 
the  brain  and  spinal  cord ; ten  per  cent  of  all  heart  disease  is 
caused  by  syphilis ; one  in  every  20  of  the  women  applying  for 
care  in  our  own  maternity  wards  shows  the  presence  of  the  disease 
by  blood  test.  Dr.  Parran,  head  of  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service,  directed  attention  to  this  social  problem  in  an 
illuminating  magazine  article  last  summer.  Can  society  afford  not 
to  bring  this  problem  out  into  the  light,  to  inform  everyone  of  it, 
to  bring  to  the  attention  of  all  the  facts  that  early  adequate  care 
of  a new  infection  will  result  in  cure  of  the  disease,  and  regular 
treatment  of  the  expectant  mother  from  the  early  months  of  her 
pregnancy  will  usually  result  in  the  birth  of  a healthy  syphilis-free 
baby  ? Left  as  a social  taboo,  we  deliberately  choose  to  face  a 
steadily  increasing  load  of  inadequates  whose  condition  is  caused 
by  a preventable  and  curable  disease. 

“One  of  the  provisions  of  the  Social  Security  Act  was  the 
allotment  of  a relatively  small  sum  to  be  expended  for  Public 
Health  purposes.  Evidently,  Dr.  Parran  has  decided  that  the  most 
useful  expenditure  of  this  money  is  in  the  assistance  of  local  com- 
munities in  the  care  of  syphilis.  There  are  to  be  furnished,  for  the 
use  of  people  who  cannot  afford  to  pay,  drugs  for  its  treatment  and 
a personnel  trained  in  the  epidemiology  of  syphilis  to  assist  all  those 
engaged  in  its  treatment  in  having  the  infected  patients  continue 
with  treatment  until  cured.  Both  methods  of  assistance  will  be 
exceptionally  useful  to  this  hospital.” 


Social  Service 

M iss  Jane  C.  IMacNeal,  Director  of  Social  Service,  emphasizes 
three  influencing  factors  in  her  report  for  the  year.  “Economically, 
conditions  have  improved  for  the  patient.  Work  has  been  some- 
what more  plentiful  but  many  families  are  still  inadequately  sup- 
ported through  work  relief  and  many  more  are  on  straight  relief. 
Distribution  of  soldiers’  bonus  and  relief  funds  certainly  has  en- 
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hanced  the  general  living  condition  of  the  majority  with  whom  we 
come  in  contact. 

“Medically,  we  have  over-worried,  under-nourished,  de- 
pressed, sensitive  patients,  whose  physical  disabilities  cannot  respond 
normally  to  established  treatment  procedures  because  the  mental 
state  dominates  the  physical. 

“Socially,  we  have  what  results  from  the  above  conditions. 
Inadequate  incomes,  which  provide  the  bare  necessities  of  life  are 
insufficient  for  extra  milk  for  the  sick  cardiac  child  or  blood  build- 
ing foods  for  the  anemic  man  or  woman.  Patients  convalescing 
from  pneumonia  are  found  to  be  without  food  or  have  no  heat  in 
their  homes.  Ward  patients  have  an  advantage  over  out-patients  in 
that  they  have  clean  beds,  good  wholesome  food,  and  expert  medical 
and  nursing  care.  Out-patients,  very  often  unable  to  work,  come 
from  homes  where  they  are  surrounded  with  all  the  difficulties 
brought  about  by  their  inability  to  work ; their  treatment  is  often  a 
burden  on  the  family,  and  the  attitude  of  their  families  is  a very 
important  point  for  the  social  worker  to  study  and  adjust.  Arrang- 
ing recreation,  giving  moral  support,  performing  friendly  services, 
bringing  about  adjustments  in  the  home  and  school  life,  securing 
work  for  which  the  patient  is  adapted — these  constitute  some  of  the 
duties  of  the  social  worker  in  her  daily  contacts  with  these  types 
of  patients. 

“During  the  past  few  years  another  type  of  patient  has  been 
referred  to  the  Social  Service  Department — the  economically  com- 
fortable but  poorly  adjusted  patient,  who,  from  lack  of  initiative, 
loss  of  morale  or  maladjustment  to  surroundings  needs  someone  to 
supplement  the  doctor’s  services.  These  patients,  although  present- 
ing the  same  basic  problems  as  the  others,  respond  more  quickly  to 
treatment  and  more  readily  adjust  themselves  to  normal  conditions. 

“For  several  years  we  have  had  the  use  of  the  income  from  a 
coal  fund,  which  stipulates  that  coal  is  to  be  supplied  to  poor 
families  where  sickness  exists  and  who  live  within  certain  sections 
of  Philadelphia.  The  fund,  known  as  the  Penn  Charter  School 
Charity  Coal  Fund,  has  benefited  families  who,  because  of  illness, 
were  dependent  on  social  service  for  emergency  help.  Mr.  Charles 
Evans  and  Mr.  J.  Edgar  Rhoads  made  the  fund  available  for  our 
use.  We  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Evans  and  Mr.  Rhoads  for  their 
special  help  and  to  Mr.  Parker  S.  Williams  and  Mr.  George  R. 
Packard,  Jr.,  who  have  contributed  special  funds  for  the  purchase 
of  coal. 

“The  Women’s  Auxiliary  made  it  possible  during  the  sum- 
mer for  the  thirty-five  children  attending  Cardiac  Clinic  to  each 
receive  a two  weeks’  outing  at  the  Rivercrest  Preventorium,  near 
Torresdale.  The  Auxiliary  also  played  an  important  part  in  assem- 
bling food  and  toys  for  the  Christmas  baskets.  Two  hundred  fifty 
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baskets  of  food  were  distributed  to  needy  families,  and  toys  pro- 
vided by  Miss  Pauline  Pease  and  the  Playground  and  Recreation 
Center  Toy  Shower,  were  distributed  to  children  as  they  attended 
clinics  just  before  Christmas  Day.  The  Women’s  Auxiliary,  whose 
very  competent  chairman  was  Mrs.  Norton  Downs,  worked  cease- 
lessly throughout  the  year  in  the  interest  of  the  hospital.  It  would 
be  difficult  to  record  tbeir  every  activity.”  The  personnel  of  the 
social  service  department  and  the  management  of  the  hospital  here 
express  their  appreciation  for  the  Auxiliary’s  every  effort. 


Dietary  Department 

Previously  in  this  report  reference  was  made  to  rapidly  in- 
creasing food  costs  and  the  problems  of  meeting  higher  wage  scales 
affecting  dietary  department  employees,  a condition  which  has  been 
precipitated  by  a growing  demand  for  laborers  generally.  These 
two  factors,  together  with  increased  costs  of  all  commodities  pro- 
ject a picture  with  obscure  outlines  which  are  by  no  means  made 
clearer  by  the  lack  of  a definite  indication  of  proportionately  in- 
creased revenues. 

The  report  on  departmental  activities  by  Miss  Helen  E.  Gilson, 
Director,  states  that  during  the  year  852,710  meals  were  served 
to  patients  and  personnel,  including  the  maternity  department;  an 
average  of  2,336  daily.  In  addition  a total  of  347,918  nourish- 
ments (953  a day)  were  served  between  regular  meals. 

The  Food  Clinic  located  in  the  Out-Patient  Building,  pri- 
marily functioning  as  one  of  the  many  Out-Patient  Clinics,  and 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Martha  Alderman,  instructed  490 
patients  on  4,711  occasions  concerning  diet  problems.  Twenty-nine 
dental  classes  were  held  with  a total  attendance  of  294;  eleven 
classes  were  held  for  medical  students  and  one  for  theological  stu- 
dents. In  the  Woman’s  Building  294  pre-natal  classes  were  in- 
structed, and  ten  classes  were  held  for  Mothers’  Club  members,  a 
total  of  1,434  individuals. 

The  department  staff  dietitians  undertook,  as  usual,  the  in- 
struction of  student  nurses  in  dietary  subjects  and  supervision  of 
dietitian  interns,  eleven  of  whom  satisfactorily  completed  the  one 
year  course  during  1936.  Miss  Gilson  reports  that  on  September 
30  the  one  hundredth  dietitian  intern  finished  the  training  course 
which  was  instituted  late  in  1916  and  which  is  fully  accredited  by 
the  American  Dietetic  Association. 

An  affiliation  was  arranged  during  the  year  with  St.  Chris- 
topher’s Hospital  for  Children  for  the  instruction  in  child  feeding 
of  our  dietitian  interns.  Formerly  the  dietitian  interns  received 
instruction  at  the  Children’s  Hospital,  but  because  that  institu- 
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tion’s  course  failed  to  meet  the  minimum  requirements  of  the  Amer- 
ican Dietetic  Association  the  change  was  made  necessary. 


Conclusion 

We  swell  with  pride  at  the  thought  of  our  hospital’s  accom- 
plishments over  a period  of  one  hundred  eighty-six  years.  We  are 
boastfully  conscious  of  the  important  role  this  venerable  institu- 
tion has  played  in  community,  state  and  national  health  affairs 
through  the  many  generations  since  1751.  We  gaze  with  awe  upon 
her  priceless  historical  records  and  we  carefully  preserve  her  orig- 
inal buildings,  objects  of  art;  everything  pertaining  to  her  early 
struggles  and  development.  We  reverently  nurse  and  seek  to  con- 
tinue that  singular  indefinable  Pennsylvania  Hospital  spirit  that 
has  characterized  her  service  for  almost  two  centuries. 

Looking  ahead,  we  are  sensible  of  the  needs  so  all  important 
to  the  continued  success  of  the  hospital.  There  are  several  major 
considerations  to  be  brought  to  fruition  before  our  institution  can 
claim  real  leadership  in  this  fast  pace-setting  world  of  today.  We 
must: 

1.  ^Modernize  the  interior  of  the  older  buildings  placing  spe- 

cial emphasis  on  adequate  treatment  facilities  to  meet 
present  day  requirements. 

2.  Erect  a centrally  located  building  to  house  certain  of  the 

auxiliary  services,  such  as  dining  rooms,  kitchens,  ad- 
ministrative offices,  suites  of  offices  for  staff  physicians, 
X-ray,  clinical  and  other  laboratory  services,  departments 
for  medical  and  surgical  specialties,  up-to-date  private 
and  semi-private  patient  accommodations  and  surgical 
clinics. 

3.  Establish  a substantial  research  fund,  preferably  by  endow- 

ment, and  create  research  facilities. 

4.  Assume  initiative  in  a community  health  and  social  wel- 

fare program  with  the  hospital  the  focal  point. 

5.  Build  an  endowment  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  of  a 

complete  hospital  and  medical-arts  educational  center 
which  this  institution  should  ultimately  become. 

I would  express  appreciation  to  the  managers  of  their  constant 
encouragement  and  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  hospital,  and 
finally,  I would  thank  all  employees  and  friends  of  the  hospital 
who  have  worked  so  tirelessly  and  loyally  during  the  past  year  to 
make  possible  a superior  service  to  the  community.

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Report  of  the  Staff 


To  the  Board  of  Managers : 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Staff 
as  a result  of  deaths  and  resignations.  Dr.  Charles  F.  Mitchell 
retired  from  the  position  of  Chief  of  Surgical  Service  “A”  on  age. 
Dr.  Mitchell’s  connection  wdth  the  hospital  commenced  in  1898, 
when  he  served  during  the  summer  as  a substitute.  He  was  elected 
to  internship  in  1899,  and  at  the  completion  of  that  service  to  the 
position  of  Chief  Resident  Physician  in  September,  1900,  serving 
until  1903,  when  he  was  appointed  Surgeon  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  In  September,  1919,  he  became  Chief  of  Surgical 
Service  “B,”  and  was  transferred  to  Service  “A”  upon  the  retire- 
ment of  Dr.  Gibbon  in  1931.  A record  of  38  years  of  continuous 
service  in  one  institution  would  almost  be  sufficient  without  call- 
ing attention  to  the  character  of  the  service  and  the  personality  of 
tlie  man  who  made  this  possible.  Only  those  of  us  who  have 
served  with  him  during  part  of  that  time  can  fully  appreciate 
what  he  has  meant  to  all  those  trained  by  him — assistants,  interns 
and  nurses,  and  to  the  almost  countless  number  of  patients  who 
have  benefitted  by  his  kindly  and  unselfish  devotion  to  them  in  their 
time  of  distress. 

In  April,  1936,  Dr.  Edward  J.  Klopp  was  appointed  to  the 
position  of  Chief,  of  Surgical  Service  “A,”  made  vacant  by  Dr. 
Alitcliell’s  retirement.  We  all  looked  forward  to  his  leadership 
in  this  work,  for  he  was  well  prepared  because  of  his  continuous 
service  in  the  hospital  from  the  time  of  his  appointment  in  Decem- 
ber, 1910.  Illness,  however,  prevented  his  assuming  this  responsi- 
bility, and  he  died  September  19,  1936. 

Following  the  death  of  Dr.  Klopp,  Dr.  John  B.  Flick  was 
appointed  on  December  28,  1936,  to  succeed  him. 

Space  will  not  permit  the  publication  of  tbe  detailed  reports 
of  the  Chiefs  of  the  various  services,  and  the  following  summary 
has  been  prepared. 

On  the  medical  services,  teaching  of  undergraduate  students, 
from  the  Jefferson  Medical  School  on  Service  “B,”  and  the 
Medical  School  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  on  Service  “A,” 
has  been  continued — 208  students  from  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  276  from  the  Jefferson  Medical  School.  Undergradu- 
ates from  both  these  schools  have  also  received  instruction  on 
Surgical  Services  “A”  and  “B.” 

On  Surgical  Service  “B”  the  graduate  students  from  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  have  received  clinical  instruction  in 
surgery  during  the  entire  school  year. 
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On  the  medical  services  research  problems  have  been  carried 
out;  in  water  balance  by  Dr.  Shumway;  electrocardiographic 
changes  and  pericarditis  by  Dr.  Vander  Veer;  and  studies  in 
natural  immunity  by  Dr.  Farley. 

Dr.  Fetter  has  been  engaged  in  work  along  two  lines:  fever 
therapy  with  artificial  fever,  induced  with  the  Kettering  hyper- 
therm, and  the  use  of  protamine  insulinate  in  the  treatment  of 
diabetes. 

Dr.  Stokes  reports  that  from  the  standpoint  of  organization. 
Dermatological  Service  “B”  is  now  under  the  immediate  direction 
of  Dr.  Herman  Beerman,  vice  Allen  D.  King,  resigned.  The 
Chief  of  Service  has  contributed  a number  of  public  addresses  and 
is  actively  engaged  in  the  prosecution  of  a program  against  ven- 
ereal diseases.  Dr.  Beerman,  with  Dr.  Stokes,  has  been  actively 
engaged  in  the  development  of  a policy  and  method  in  the  testing 
of  new  arsenicals  with  a specific  illustration  in  the  form  of  a drug. 
Triarson.  Students  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  under 
supervision,  have  been  afforded  the  opportunity  of  participating  in 
the  active  treatment  of  the  patients.  The  Mothers’  and  Children’s 
Clinic  continues  active,  and  it  is  hoped  and  expected  that  the  de- 
velopment of  an  institute  of  epidermatologic  control  in  the  De- 
partment of  Dermatology  and  Syphilology  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  will  extend  and  improve  the  follow-up  and  contact 
mechanism  which  is  so  vital  in  the  present  control  of  syphilis. 

Dr.  Bernard  J.  Alpers  reports  from  the  Department  of  Neu- 
rology that  with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  R.  A.  Groff  he  has  been 
able  to  obtain  encephalograms  for  the  first  time  on  patients  in  the 
house,  which  is  of  definite  value  in  diagnostic  problems. 

Dr.  Warren  S.  Reese  reports  that  he  has  been  engaged  in  the 
teaching  of  graduate  students  from  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  addition  to  the  active  work  in  the  care  of  patients.  In 
this  latter  work  he  has  been,  as  usual,  short-handed. 

Dr.  Louis  H.  Clerf,  in  the  Department  of  Bronchoscopy,  has 
been  called  upon  to  treat  or  diagnose  83  cases  during  the  year.

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Report  of  the  School  of  Nursing 


To  the  Administrator : 

I cannot  present  my  report  without  again,  this  year,  referring 
to  the  new  nurses’  residence  which  we  occupied  at  722-724  Spruce 
Street,  December  1,  1936.  These  buildings  were  completely  reno- 
vated, making  32  single  and  13  double  rooms  with  their  comple- 
ment of  modern  bathing  and  toilet  room  facilities.  The  large 
living-reception  room  which  was  created  by  removing  the  parti- 
tion between  the  two  houses  has  been  delightfully  furnished  and 
used  for  frequent  entertainments,  dances,  parties  and  afternoon 
teas.  The  basement  in  724  Spruce  has  been  remodeled  and 
equipped  for  recreational  purposes.  We  have  ping  pong,  shuffle 
board,  deck  tennis,  a small  pool  table,  a bicycle  exercising  machine, 
two  rowing  machines  and  mats  for  tumbling.  The  large  garden  at 
the  rear  of  the  homes  has  been  used  for  recreation  and  rest.  The 
whole  atmosphere  of  our  new  home  is  delightful  and  is  enjoyed 
by  all.  The  reception  room  in  730  Spruce  has  been  made  into  a 
study  with  tables  and  reading  lamps.  We  are  adding  to  our  refer- 
ence library  each  year  and  through  the  generosity  of  the  Women’s 
Committee  have  a number  of  current  magazines  besides  the  nurs- 
ing journals.  A new  lighting  system  has  been  installed  in  the 
dietetic  and  chemistry  laboratories. 

The  Ninth  Street  Home  was  completely  renovated.  The 
rooms  were  papered  and  painted,  new  lights  installed,  showers, 
lavatories  and  basins  added  on  each  floor  and  the  reception  room  is 
soon  to  be  refurnished. 

March  19,  1936,  this  school  was  again  registered  in  the  State 
of  New  York  after  a lapse  of  twelve  years.  I feel  the  recognition 
which  the  school  now  has  is  due  to  my  very  capable  assistants, 
instructors,  supervisors,  head  nurses  and  staff  nurses, — and  to  the 
helpfulness  and  interest  of  Miss  Edna  Plambeck,  formerly  a mem- 
ber of  the  New  York  Board  of  Examiners,  who  was  here  as 
Instructor  in  1934-35. 

The  following  changes  have  been  made  in  our  affiliations: 
The  St.  Christopher’s  Hospital  discontinued  its  Training  School, 
September  1,  1936.  The  students  with  us  at  the  time  will  complete 
their  training  here.  The  six  who  had  just  begun  their  course  at 
that  hospital  have  been  accepted  as  our  own  students  and  will  be 
given  a diploma  from  this  school.  The  Pottsville  Hospital  dis- 
continued its  affiliation.  The  Rutherford  Hospital  of  Rutherford- 
ton,  N.  C.,  arranged  for  an  affiliation  of  three  months  in  obstetrics 
beginning  December,  1936. 
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We  are  happy  to  report  improvement  both  in  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  the  student  applicants  each  succeeding  year. 

The  obtaining  of  staff  nurses  for  general  duty  has  been  very 
difficult  this  past  year  so  that  ward  helpers  have  been  assigned  to 
all  wards  to  relieve  the  nurses  of  as  many  household  duties  as 
possible.  These  girls  are  young  High  School  graduates  and  have 
proved  themselves  a real  asset. 

M iss  Kathleen  Hughes,  who  had  been  granted  a leave  of 
absence  to  obtain  a degree  at  Columbia  University,  returned  this 
year  as  Medical  Supervisor.  Miss  Therma  Rhodes,  who  filled  that 
position  during  Miss  Hughes’  absence  is  now  at  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity, preparing  for  a degree.  Another  of  our  graduates.  Miss 
Mary  Ann  Harding,  is  also  taking  the  same  course. 

In  the  Maternity  Department,  Miss  Ruth  E.  Lindberg  has 
replaced  Miss  Ann  J.  Campbell  as  assistant  supervisor  and  theo- 
retical instructor.  She  is  a graduate  of  Northwestern  University 
and  of  the  Swedish  Covenant  Hospital,  Chicago,  having  had  post- 
graduate work  at  Chicago  Lying-In  Hospital.  She  has  had  e.xperi- 
ence  in  the  Obstetrical  Department  at  Augustana  Hospital,  Chi- 
cago, the  Cottage  Hospital,  Santa  Barbara,  California,  and  Fabiola 
Hospital,  Oakland,  California.  Miss  Miriam  Daughtry,  Class  of 
1936,  and  a graduate  of  Meredith  College,  Raleigh,  N.  C.,  has 
returned  as  Practical  Instructor  after  taking  a post-graduate  course 
in  obstetrics  at  the  Woman’s  Hospital,  New  York  City.  Miss 
Edna  Coffin  replaced  Miss  Alice  Howard  as  Night  Supervisor. 

Looking  forward,  we  hope  to  have  a full-time  instructor  in 
the  Public  Health  Nursing  Service  which  has  been  supervised  by 
Miss  Hilda  G.  Hofrichter  during  the  past  year. 

May  21st,  the  commencement  exercises  for  the  Class  of  1936 
were  held  in  the  Assembly  Room  with  Mr.  Arthur  V.  Morton, 
President,  Board  of  Managers,  presiding.  The  guest  speaker  was 
Earl  D.  Bond,  M.D.,  Physician-in-Chief  and  Administrator,  De- 
partment for  Mental  and  Nervous  Diseases,  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital. Mr.  Morton  presented  diplomas  and  class  pins  and  the 
Women’s  Committee  a useful  gift  to  the  following  graduates:

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Twice  a month  the  Head  Nurses  and  General  Duty  nurses 
are  holding  meetings  to  discuss  problems  of  common  interest,  as 
well  as  the  changes  which  are  taking  place  in  the  Nursing  Pro- 
fession. 

A much  needed  central  supply  room  has  been  created  in  Clinic 
where  intravenous  trays  and  solutions  are  prepared.  This  is  in 
charge  of  Aliss  Wilmot  Schoff,  Class  of  1929. 

Dr.  David  Q.  Ewing  has  continued  as  Health  Officer.  A 
room  in  Pine  Pavilion  has  been  equipped,  where  each  morning  and 
evening  he  sees  any  nurses  who  are  not  feeling  well.  The  per- 
centage of  illness  in  this  department  has  noticeably  decreased  since 
we  instituted  this  service  and  we  are  very  grateful  to  Dr.  Ewing 
for  his  co-operation. 

Miss  Caroline  Vincent  AIcKee,  Class  of  1908,  who  died  last 
October,  left  the  school  a substantial  sum  of  money.  This  is  the 
second  bequest  made  to  the  school  by  members  of  the  Alumnae. 

Through  the  Nurses’  Committee  of  the  Women’s  Auxiliary, 
a movie  camera  has  been  given  and  we  are  now  making  our  own 
pictures  for  teaching  and  educational  purposes.  A projector  has 
been  purchased  by  the  hospital  so  that  we  have  a complete  outfit. 

I hope  we  may  soon  have  an  eight  hour  day  for  our  Nursing 
Staff.  Such  a program  for  the  students  would  include  class  periods 
thus  permitting  them  sufficient  time  for  study. 

It  is  impossible  to  adequately  express  what  the  loss  of  Mrs. 
E.  Walter  Clark  has  meant  to  the  school.  She  had  an  unusual 
understanding  of  the  problems  of  nurses  and  gave  most  generously 
of  her  time  and  money  to  provide  them  with  recreation  and  enter- 
tainment. Her  death  is  mourned  by  all  of  us  who  had  the  privilege 
of  knowing  her. 

To  the  following  I should  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreci- 
ation: the  Administrator  and  the  Board  of  Managers,  for  their 
sympathetic  understanding  of  the  problems  of  the  Nursing  Depart- 
ment; the  Women’s  Auxiliary  Committee,  for  the  many  favors 
they  have  so  kindly  extended  to  the  nurses ; the  Medical  Staff,  for 
so  generously  giving  of  their  time  to  the  teaching  of  nurses;  Miss 
Gilson,  for  her  kindness  to  and  thoughtfulness  of  the  nurses;  and 
my  own  staff,  for  their  loyal  support  and  meeting  the  many  prob- 
lems which  the  school  has  constantly  faced.

Each  ward  was 
supplied  with  checker  boards  and  dominos  and  various  other  games 
to  entertain  the  patients.

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Report  of  Women’s  Auxiliary  Committee 


To  the  Board  of  Managers: 

This  is  the  close  of  an  active  and  constructive  year  for  the 
Auxiliary.  There  have  been  two  new  interests  created, — one  the 
lawn  fete  which  was  held  in  June  and  which  was  the  result  of  a 
tremendous  amount  of  work  and  discovered  unsuspected  talent 
among  our  members.  The  Hospital  stood  the  shock  of  innovation 
surprisingly  well  and  although  the  Management  co-operated  satis- 
factorily, I feel  sure  another  year  they  will  go  along  with  us  much 
further.  The  other  is  the  re-establishment  of  Occupational 
Therapy  which  although  in  its  infancy,  will  doubtless  prove  to  be 
one  of  our  most  worth-while  activities. 

Remodeling  of  the  Nurses  Home  and  putting  all  the  pupil 
nurses  under  one  roof  has  been  the  greatest  improvement  that  has 
taken  place  in  years  and  has  enabled  the  Nurses  Committee  to  be 
much  more  efficient  in  its  contacts  with  the  nurses.  It  makes  group 
activities  and  pseudo-family  life  more  possible. 

We  were  obliged  to  give  up  the  Sandwich  Shop,  which,  not- 
withstanding detailed  attention  and  great  interest  on  the  part 
of  the  hardworking  committee  in  charge,  could  not  be  made  to 
meet  expenses.  It  was  taken  over  by  the  Hospital  and  it  would  be 
interesting  to  see  what  their  bookkeeping  is  making  of  it. 

As  my  term  of  office  was  drawing  to  a close  I realized  some  of 
the  ambiguities  of  our  By-Laws  and  an  efficient  small  committee 
was  appointed  to  revise  and  clarify  them.  Their  suggestions  met 
with  the  approval  of  this  committee  and  the  new  By-Laws  and 
rules  were  adopted  at  the  November  meeting. 

Our  Auxiliary’s  work  can  be  reckoned  in  dollars  and  cents  as 
well  as  in  devotion  and  interest.  I think  it  will  encourage  us  all 
to  hear  a few  facts  and  figures.  They  also  may  be  news  to  the 
Managers  who  will  doubtless  read  them  with  interest. 

The  gross  receipts  of  the  lawn  fete  were  $1114.12  and  after 
expenses  were  deducted,  $830.71  were  handed  over  to  our  Treas- 
urer to  be  expended  at  the  discretion  of  our  Auxiliary. 

The  gross  receipts  of  the  Bargain  Shop  this  year  were 
$3620.39, — expenses  $1701.73  (we  have  the  salaries  of  two  full- 
time workers  to  meet,  and  excellent  they  are,  too)  and  $1750.00 
were  paid  over  to  our  Treasurer  to  be  used  in  addition  to  a fund 
for  convalescent  care  established  by  a member  of  the  Auxiliary, 
for  all  the  Social  Service  work  of  this  Hospital,  with  the  exception 
of  the  salaries  of  the  Social  Service  Workers,  leaving  us  a good 
balance  in  the  saving’s  fund  to  draw  on  in  lean  years. 
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These  same  Social  Service  Workers  have  contributed  $500.00 
as  a result  of  an  entertainment  given  last  week,  to  the  Martha  J. 
Magee  Instrument  Fund,  which  is  in  our  care. 

The  Maternity  Committee  has  brought  in  $685.00  which  is 
being  spent  entirely  for  their  work. 

The  Auxiliary  has  given  two  nurses  scholarships  besides  con- 
tributing $200.00  yearly  for  recreation,  etc.  A revolving  fund  has 
been  inaugurated  for  the  assistance  of  nurses  in  emergencies. 

206  baskets  of  food  were  sent  last  Christmas,  representing 
$563.48. 

32  Cardiac  children  were  sent  to  the  country  for  two  weeks 
each  and  a special  nurse  provided  at  a cost  of  $440.90.  This  money 
was  drawn  from  our  share  of  the  Rittenhouse  Square  Flower 
Market  of  $1935,  for  which  we  worked  very  hard. 

Add  to  this  a special  gift  of  $250.00  for  an  unusually  appeal- 
ing case  of  a pupil  nurse,  $56.00  to  start  off  the  Occupational 
Therapist,  and  numerous  other  special  gifts,  large  and  small,  and 
you  see  that  this  Auxiliary  brings  in  a substantial  sum  of  money 
to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  Consult  the  Treasurer’s  Report 
for  definite  figures. 

There  is  a great  deal  more  that  could  be  said  about  the  de- 
velopment of  our  Auxiliary  and  the  inspiring  and  faithful  work  of 
the  members,  but  this  report  is  obliged  to  be  short  so  1 cannot 
enlarge,  but  I just  want  to  say  a few  words  about  the  pleasure  it 
has  been  to  m.e  to  work  with  you  all  and  to  preside  at  these  meet- 
ings. I feel  I have  made  many  friends  whom,  without  this  com- 
mon bond,  I might  never  have  known,  and  I want  to  thank  you 
all  for  your  consideration  and  help. 

It  is  very  hard  for  me  to  step  aside.  Your  new  Chairman 
has  my  best  wishes  and  if  she  ever  needs  any  help  I might  be  able 
to  give,  it  is  hers  for  the  asking.

To  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital: 

Again  the  year’s  number  of  admissions  is  about  the  same  as 
for  recent  years,  245.  The  time  of  treatment  in  the  hospital  was 
generally  rather  short  and  135  left  either  recovered  or  improved. 
Information  about  diagnoses  and  special  forms  of  treatment  follows 
immediately.  Results  are  judged  five  years  from  the  time  of  admis- 
sion ; our  regular  follow-up  records  show  that  nearly  one-half  of 
the  patients  do  well  at  home  after  discharge.

T reatment 

Prolonged  Narcosis  has  again  been  employed;  it  has  cut  short 
some  attacks  of  excitement,  given  temporary  relief  from  distress- 
ing symptoms  in  other  cases,  and  has  been  attended  with  no  unfor- 
tunate results. 
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During  the  year  careful  preparations  were  made  to  begin 
treatment  with  insulin  which  is  offering  great  hope  in  certain  kinds 
of  dementia  praecox  cases.  Staff  members  have  seen  its  use  in 
Vienna,  Switzerland  and  New  England.  Preparations  were  com- 
pleted to  assign  special  physician  and  special  nurses  to  insulin 
therapy  at  the  end  of  the  hospital  year  and  patients  were  put  under 
the  treatment  on  December  first,  1936. 

Studies  in  glandular  activities  have  progressed  and  will  be  ex- 
tended and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  regular  visits  of 
the  specialist  in  disorders  of  internal  secretions. 

Psychiatric  studies  and  interviews  have  played  a fundamental 
part  in  all  treatment. 

Two  hundred  patients  received  dental  care. 

Over  300  patients  received  some  form  of  physiotherapy  in 
13,000  treatments.  Outdoor  playgrounds  and  the  new  gymnasium 
have  been  in  regular  use. 

Occupations  and  music  continue  to  be  brought  to  patients 
in  classrooms  and  on  the  wards.  Instruction  in  occupational 
therapy  was  given  to  146  affiliate  and  graduate  nurses. 

Neuro-Psychiatric  Clinic 

This  Clinic  has  been  reorganized  so  as  to  give  a regular  and 
adequate  service  on  two  afternoons  each  week  at  8th  Street  in- 
stead of  a less  efficient  service  at  more  frequent  intervals.  The 
results  have  been  fairly  satisfactory;  the  routine  work  at  this 
Department,  which  supplies  most  of  the  personnel,  has  been  less 
disturbed.  Psychometric  examinations  are  now  limited  to  cases 
referred  through  the  psychiatric  service.  Routine  tests  required 
for  admission  to  homes  have  been  referred  elsewhere.  A total  of 
393  patients  were  treated;  of  these  257  were  new  patients.  The 
details  are  given  in  Miss  Shipley’s  Report.  The  physio-therapy 
department,  whose  personnel  is  also  supplied  in  part  by  this  De- 
partment cared  for  172  cases,  of  which  only  31  belonged  to  the 
Neuro-Psychiatric  Clinic. 

A large  number  of  patients  referred  to  the  clinic  by  outside 
agencies  were  children. 


Medical  Staff 

Closely  tied  to  treatment  have  been  the  staff  meetings,  where 
formal  and  informal  consultations  on  patients  have  occurred  daily. 

Dr.  Braceland  organized  a course  of  lectures  for  the  staff, 
founded  on  talks  by  psychiatrists  in  and  out  of  the  hospital,  but  in- 
cluding specialists  from  other  fields  of  medicine.  It  is  hoped  that 
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next  year  this  course  can  be  offered  to  a wider  group  of  physicians. 

To  co-operate  with  the  United  States  District  Court  and  the 
United  States  Public  Health  Service  in  promoting  standards  in 
expert  testimony,  the  Hospital  has  agreed  to  examine  certain  fed- 
eral prisoners  and  report  “as  a friend  of  the  court.”  Dr.  Eyman 
has  been  appointed  consultant  to  the  court  in  psychiatry. 

Laboratories 

The  routine  laboratory  work  has  shown  a steady  increase. 
This  has  been  possible  without  adding  to  the  laboratory  staff 
partly  because  of  the  following  exceptions  to  this  statement. 

1.  The  Department  of  Neuro-Pathology  has  abandoned 
routine  examinations  of  nervous  tissues  from  the  Ayer  Laboratory 
and  has  confined  its  work  in  this  field  to  our  own  cases  and  the 
cases  of  special  interest  from  the  Pennsylvania  and  other  hospitals. 
The  time  thus  gained  has  been  devoted  to  research  problems. 

2.  The  X-ray  Department  in  recent  months  has  referred  most 
of  the  films  to  8th  and  Spruce  Streets  for  development  partly  as 
an  economic  measure  and  partly  for  the  convenience  of  Dr.  Bishop. 

Much  of  the  so-called  routine  work  of  the  laboratory  is  con- 
cerned with  clinical  research  originating  outside  of  the  laboratory. 
Other  activities  again  have  to  do  with  the  dairy,  swimming  pools, 
and  general  sanitation. 

Dr.  Joseph  Hughes  at  this  Department  has  carried  on  or 
supervised  a number  of  laboratory  and  clinical  research  problems 
making  use  of  our  laboratory  facilities  and  personnel — in  some 
instances  with  support  from  outside  agencies.  The  Director  of 
Laboratories  has  given  part  of  his  time  to  the  supervision  and 
administration  of  laboratory  activities  and  to  clinical  research, 
mainly  follow-up  work.  Approximately  one  half  of  his  time  has 
been  given  to  purely  clinical  work  at  this  Department  and  at  the 
Neuro-Psychiatric  Clinic  at  the  Out-Patient  Department  at  8th 
and  Spruce  Streets. 

The  Director  of  Laboratories  has  also  had  supervision  over 
the  journals,  libraries  and  antiquities  of  the  hospital. 

During  the  summer  a governmental  agency  (WPA)  photo- 
graphed all  the  library  cards  from  our  medical  and  general 
libraries  at  the  Institute  and  at  the  Department  for  Mental  and 
Nervous  Diseases  for  the  records  of  the  “Union  Library  Cata- 
logue of  the  Philadelphia  Metropolitan  area.”  This  catalogue 
when  finished,  will  permit  research  workers  in  any  line  of  work 
to  locate  practically  every  book  of  importance,  except  those  in 
strictly  private  libraries  in  the  above  area. 
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Financial  Statement 

Almost  all  tendencies  noted  in  the  last  report  are  now  re- 
versed. The  operating  deficit  was  $9,275,  a gain  of  $15,000  over 
the  previous  year,  and  a gain  of  $16,000  over  budget  figures. 

Income  per  patient  per  week  was  increased  by  $2.25  to  $39.53, 
while  expenses  increased  only  by  30  cents  to  40.53 : thus  the  loss 
per  patient  per  week  was  one  dollar. 

Extension  of  accommodations  for  patients  is  needed  and  possi- 
bly should  be  sought  first  in  one  small  new  building  at  Ashley. 
We  should  like  to  have  a family  build  a small  cottage  at  Ashley 
which  could  be  occupied  by  one  patient  and  nurses  under  the 
immediate  supervision  of  a resident  psychiatrist  and  chief  nurse 
and  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  hospital. 

Improvements  which  will  last  for  years  were  made  and  in- 
cluded new  laundry  presses  and  a pasteurizer. 

Schools  of  Nursing 

In  the  men’s  three  year  course  forty  are  enrolled.  A major 
event  has  been  the  recovery  of  the  Educational  Director,  Mr. 
Kenneth  T.  Crummer,  from  a long  and  severe  illness.  The  de- 
mand for  graduates  grows.  Needs  that  are  evident  are  for  better 
dining  rooms  and  better  class  room  equipment.  Cash  for  recrea- 
tional and  library  improvements  has  been  contributed  by  Mrs.  and 
Miss  Gest,  Mrs.  Stearns,  the  Reverend  Hord,  from  the  Alumni 
Association  and  the  Student  Blood  Donors,  and  the  Woman’s 
Auxiliary  Committee. 

In  the  Woman’s  School  there  are  affiliations  with  seven  gen- 
eral hospitals  which  sent  129  students  during  the  year.  For  its 
work  the  school  received  the  commendation  of  the  State  Board 
of  Nurse  Examiners.  Post-graduate  students  to  the  number  of 
twenty-five  completed  a six  months’  course.

To  the  JManagers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital: 

The  work  of  the  Institute  is  that  of  a research  and  teaching 
unit  with  its  own  group  of  patients  or  clients.  Its  research  prob- 
lems are  intertwined  with  those  of  the  Department  for  Mental 
and  Nervous  Diseases  but  chiefly  in  the  sense  that  psychiatrists 
must  learn  from  mental  patients  and  then  bring  what  they  learn 
to  the  aid  of  “the  most  normal  and  most  gifted”  persons  they 
can  find. 

The  Institute  begs  for  a name : a donor  who  could  provide  an 
income  would  find  ready  a building  superbly  equipped  to  carry 
on  increasingly  valuable  and  interesting  work. 

Patients 

In  the  last  report  several  groups  who  were  turning  to  the 
Institute  were  described  as  (1)  the  fearful,  (2)  the  emotionally 
disturbed  with  internal  secretory  changes,  (3)  the  restless,  (4)  the 
seclusive,  and  (5)  those  whose  emotional  stresses  were  reflected 
physically  in  headache,  indigestion  and  insomnia. 

To  these  can  be  added  another,  (6)  children  with  reading 
(and  speaking)  difficulties.  With  the  coming  of  Dr.  Paul  C. 
Dozier,  trained  with  Dr.  Orton  in  New  York,  the  Institute  is 
able  to  diagnose  and  treat  children  who  have  been  regarded  as 
backward  or  as  obstinate  and  wayward  because  their  reading  pat- 
terns were  different,  but  not  inferior  to,  the  average. 

During  the  years  there  were  471  admissions  to  the  Institute 
including  166  first  admissions.  Of  day  patients,  twenty-nine  were 
admitted,  twenty  of  them  for  the  first  time.

The  Consultation  Clinic 

From  the  above  figures  it  is  evident  that  75%  of  the  out- 
patient work  is  a community  contribution — the  Institute  working 
with  physicians,  hospitals  and  social  agencies. 

We  are  interested  in  the  increase  of  patients  who  come  once 
only.  In  most  instances  which  allow  follow-up  it  is  evident  that 
such  patients  are  decidedly  helped  by  once  stating  their  problems 
to  a professional  outsider,  they  leave  convinced  either  that  the 
difficulties  are  less  serious  than  they  feared,  or  that  they  must  be 
managed  by  drawing  upon  their  own  and  the  community’s  re- 
sources. 


The  Nursery  School 

The  location  of  the  School  was  changed  from  the  old  Center 
building  to  more  compact  and  efficient  quarters  on  a ground  floor 
where  the  children  have  attractively  equipped  play  and  rest  rooms, 
easily  accessible  to  the  adjoining  playground. 

The  Psychological  Department 

Special  assistance  to  various  nearby  schools  and  educational 
units  has  continued  as  active  as  in  past  years ; the  services  of  this 
department  are  steadily  becoming  more  in  demand,  particularly 
for  the  smaller  schools  who  have  not  had  expert  psychological 
studies  available  before.  The  Institute  receives  remuneration  for 
such  service  according  to  the  time  involved,  the  number  of  cases 
examined  for  any  one  school  or  agency,  and  the  financial  ability. 

Mr.  William  D.  Turner  joined  the  staff  of  the  Psychological 
Department  as  full  time  assistant  replacing  Miss  Virginia  Rugh. 
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College  Students 

The  staff  of  the  Institute  carries  on  vocational  guidance  and 
mental  hygiene  in  Bryn  IMawr,  Haverford  and  Swarthmore  Col- 
leges, and  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  At  the  University  a 
survey  of  all  entering  students  indicates  that  about  16%  have 
problems  which  justify  consultation  with  a physician  in  the  stu- 
dent health  service  who  has  had  psychiatric  training.  This  per- 
centage is  about  what  has  been  found  in  colleges  elsewhere. 


Buildings  and  Grounds 

A new  slate  roof  was  completed  on  one  wing  of  the  old  build- 
ing. The  completion  of  this  work  has  eliminated  a serious  storm 
hazard  which  has  given  much  trouble  and  expense  heretofore. 

The  experiment  of  using  the  49th  Street  and  Haverford 
corner  of  the  Institute  grounds  has  passed  to  a stage  of  being  a 
real  asset.  The  local  athletic  clubs  now  play  baseball  and  soccer 
in  the  evenings  as  well  as  football,  and  the  West  Philadelphia  High 
School  has  made  similar  use  of  the  field  during  the  Fall.  In  no 
way  has  there  been  any  difficulty  of  a serious  nature  and  the 
athletic  events  themselves  have  been  a source  of  much  pleasure 
and  enjoyment  for  many  Institute  patients.  The  Haverford 
Athletic  Club  has  been  most  conscientious  in  keeping  up  their 
care  of  the  gymnasium  and  the  field,  and  it  is  now  an  attractive 
athletic  field. 

Continued  care  of  the  trees  and  grounds  has  improved  the 
grounds,  particularly  about  the  old  building.  A few  small  trees 
and  plants  have  been  placed  in  some  areas  to  improve  the  general 
landscaping. 

M rs.  Fuller  presented  the  blue  spruce  tree  given  to  Dr. 
Fuller  by  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital, 
School  of  Nursing  for  Men,  and  it  has  been  replanted  on  the 
Institute  grounds  just  in  front  of  the  gymnasium. 

Financial  Statement  and  Acknowledgements 

The  deficit  for  the  year  was  $43,182  which  was  less  by  $5,130 
than  the  deficit  last  year,  and  very  much  under  the  deficits  for 
earlier  years. 

Besides  the  generous  grant  of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation 
($18,000.00  as  a maximum)  which  was  renewed  for  a third  .vear, 
the  John  and  Mary  R.  Markle  Foundation  gave  $6,500.00  for  an 
investigation  of  the  chemical  methods  of  treating  mental  patients, 
and  $3,000.00  for  a full-time  psychiatrist  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  to  study  the  methods  by  which  help  can  best  be 
brought  to  college  students  who  have  mental  and  nervous  problems. 
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We  are  particularly  grateful  to  Miss  Harrity  for  a scholar- 
ship to  train  an  advanced  student  in  psychiatry,  and  to  Mr.  Dray- 
ton and  Mr.  Hart  for  furthering  the  research  of  the  Institute. 
The  West  Philadelphia  High  School  Athletic  Association  con- 
tributed $100.00  and  the  Women’s  Auxiliary  Committee  $75.00.

All 
of  the  teaching  in  first  and  second  years  is  done  by  the  staff  of  this 
hospital ; clinical  lectures  throughout  the  third  year  are  given  by 
Dr.  Strecker : the  staff  participates  in  fourth  year  section  work. 
Dr.  Braceland  has  carried  an  elective  third  year  course. 

Lectures  in  Mental  Hygiene  have  been  given  in  colleges  as 
mentioned  above,  in  the  Philadelphia  School  of  Occupational 
Therapy  (Dr.  Braceland)  Children’s  Hospital  (Dr.  Jensen)  in 
the  Philadelphia  School  for  Social  Work  (Dr.  Matthews)  and 
at  different  churches  and  clubs.
